Two 
grenades thrown at the central market early in the 
afternoon nearly decimated the people. Sustained gun- 
shots and grenade explosions were heard very early this 
morning 1n the districts to the north of the capital. It 1s 
undeniable that the leaders of this party are responsible 
for all the damage caused as a result of this work 
stoppage. We are therefore asking the legal authorities to 
rapidly deliberate on the issue. [end recording}

Kanyenyiko responded Saturday to the president's 
request to appoint new miunisiers by immediately 
naming Vincent Ndikumasabo. a former justice min- 
ister, to replace Matuturu and Lieutenant-Colone! Louis 
Murengera, former governor of the northern province of 
Ngozi, to replace her colleague, the radio said Saturday. 


Earlier in the week, Uprona head Charles Mukasi called 
a two-day general strike, saying it was urgent to “topple 
the government at all costs.’ The strike drew only partial

The demonstrators marched through the main streets of 
the capital, passing by the embassies—mainly the Bel- 
gian embassy, the French embassy, and the US. 
Embassy. Then they went to the main stadium of the 
capital where the Uprona leaders and other opposition 
leaders addressed the crowd. 


[Tall] Was there any violence during the demonstration. 


[Barampumba] No incident was reported at all. The 
demonstration was very peaceful. 


[Tall] So there were no arrests? 
{Barampumba] No arrests at all. 
[Tall] And what was the mood of the crowd? 


{[Barampumba] ihe people (uttered) any slogans 
expressing that the prime minister should step down. 
The people were clapping their hands. Demonstrators 
were supporting any idea expressing the resignation of 
the prime minister. 


[Tall] What did the opposition party leaders like Uprona 
have to say at the rally? 


{[Barampumba] At the rally some seven of the nine 
opposition parties were there and they also addressed the 
crowd saying that this time it 1s an opportunity for them 
to unite because some of the small opposition parties had 
not been offered ministerial posts in the current govern- 
ment. And this time it seems that they wanted to take 
advantage of the dispute to enter the government. 


[Tall] Do you think a demonstration of this size is going 
to make the prime minister stand down? 


[Barampumba] In a recent statement made by the prime 
minister, he was saying that if the other opposition parties 
joined the Uprona party to ask for his resignation he would 
step down. And this time since the prime minister has seen 
that the other opposition parties have joined the Uprona 
party, I think that he can consider to do so, but I don’t know

Addressing the demonstrators, Mr. Libere Bararuny- 
eretse [recently dismissed minister] denounced the cur- 
rent government's policy regarding the refugee problem 
and what he called the cynical and shameless manipula- 
tion of the displaced people. Furthermore, he considers 
the recent appointments in the cabinet as a provocation. 


The Uprona president, Mr. Charles Mukasi, pointed out: 
This government is illegal, it must go. We are going to 
overthrow it by all means. He announced that this 
coming Sunday [5 February] they would ask the presi- 
dent of the Republic to put in place a coalition govern- 
ment, and this within 24 hours, after which they would 
propose a new government team in case the answer of 
the president was not favorable to the proposal of the

When President Buyoya initiated the 
project four years ago, the architect of the Unity Charter 
wanted to avoid the Burundi regime political parties and 
institutions based on ethnic, regional, and any other 
divisions which, since the 60's, have been plunging 
Burundi into endless crises. 


In his introductory word at the Monument of Unity 
today, the mayor of Bujumbura invited all the people 
who were present to look deep into their hearts and see if 
they have lived up to the principles of unity. The mayor 
said that when he was preparing the anniversary, many 
persons discouraged him from doing so because unity, 
more than in the past, remains a vain word far from 
being reflected in the daily life of Burundians, but the 
mayor said you cannot say all 1s lost. 


In his address on the occasion, the president of the 
Republic, Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, established the sour 
fact that unity among Burundians has seriously been under- 
mined. President Ntibantunganya said that, whereas the 
anniversary of unity should be a day to rejoice, this year it 1s 
rather a day to mourn. As a matter of fact, 16 months have 
completed that the citizens of the same nation are killing 
one another, burning and destroying houses and posses- 
sions, and all these evils on the grounds of ethnic and

The head of state thus invited all Burundians to repent 
and beg pardon because they have all sinned. He partic- 
ularly called on political parties to end their political 
quarrels which are but the yeast for more divisions. 


President Ntibantunganya also recalled the values of our 
culture which should be the basement [as heard] of unity. 
Notably, he mentioned the traditional value of 
respecting the human values and people’s possessions. 


President Ntibantunganya promised to the Burundian 
people that he will live up to the principles of unity, so 
that the next anniversary may be celebrated in more 
harmony,. Judging by the number of people who had 
gone to the Monument of Unity, however, the way to go 
is still long. Such an event of national importance ought

Kigali’s Efforts at Reconciliation Questioned

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[FBIS Translated Text] At last month's donor conference 
in Geneva, Belgium appropriated | billion Belgian 
francs in aid for the new Rwandan Government. This 1s 
a lot of money, almost as much as the sum which was 
invested in the former mandated territory on an annual 
basis before the previous regime’s fall. Our country 1s 
also the driving force behind the refugee conference 
which will take place in Bujumbura later this month. At 
this conference, a regional approach to the problem will 
be outlined. This will cost money, too. 


After Geneva State Secretary Erik Derycke made it clear 
that Kigali would have to account for every franc. This ts 
an excellent condition, which will hopefully be met. The 
days are over when development aid looked more like a 
jackpot from which those lucky enough to pull the right 
combination were free to grab as they pleased. However, 
all the conditions imposed on Kigali do not alter the fact 
that with its aid Belgium is relieving the pressure on the 
Rwandan authorities a little. 


In the meantime, there are plenty of reasons to watch 
Kigali closely. The new regime is not inclined to broaden 
its base, probably for fear of further disrupting its fragile 
cohesion. The only serious attempt in that direction was 
the integration of “reeducated” officers from the old 
regime within the new army. However, this raises new 
questions. 


The “pardoned” include people such as Colonel Marcel 
Gatsinzi, the man who was the Army’s chief of staff for 
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ten days after Habyarimana’s airplane was downed. He 
is the kind of man who should certainly be interrogated 
by the International Court which is investigating the 
Rwandan genocide. 


The integration of this kind of officer—Gatsinzi was 
promptly pitched as the new army’s assistant chief of 
staff—is only one of many oddities. A similar shadow 
dance was performed with regard to the refugee problem. 
On the one hand, the authorities are generously granting 
amnesty, but on the other hand, they present themselves 
as judges by arbitrarily drawing up blacklists. In the 
meantime, they admit that they are incapable of ensuring 
the returning refugees’ safety, and fail to do anything to 
protect the refugees’ properties. In doing so, they are 
planting a time bomb underneath their own chairs. 


It 1s understandable that the new Rwandan authorities 
have numerous problems. However, if it takes its pro- 
fessed objectives seriously, 1t cannot do without a dia- 
logue with the refugees. Half of the Rwandan population 
is living !n the diaspora. If the refugees actually succeed 
in creating a representative forum for negotiations, it 
would be a crime on the part of the authorities in Kigali 
to reject talks. In that case, massive Belgian aid to 
Rwanda would be useless. Indeed, it means that tensions 
in the camps would rise until the whole matter would 
eventually be settled by force of arms. The chances that 
east Zaire and Burundi would escape the conflict would 
then be nonexistent.

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Butheiezi Renews Call for Provincial Autonomy

Addressing a victory rally for the April 1994 national 
elections in Eshowe, northern KwaZulu/Natal, Mr Buthelezi 
said the provinces had already been denied the “limited” 
powers granted under the interim constitution. 


“Instead, if recognising the merit and the :nherent 
democracy of our approach, the central government ts 
now playing and manipu.ating the words of the interim 
constitution to try and take back some of the concessions 
in favour of provincial autonomy which the IFP 
extracted from its political opponents during the negoti- 
ation process,” he said. 


Attacking the Constitutional Assembly he accused the 
African National Congress of failing to listen to IFP 
suggestions. 


He said the Constitutional Assembly process may not be 
adequate and sufficient to produce a new constitution 
which truly satisfies the needs and aspirations of all 
South Africans. 


Mr Buthelezi reiterated the IFP was charged with 
restoring the province to an autonomous kingdom. 


Citing a meeting of the amakhosi (chiefs) of KwaZulu/ 
Natal in January last year he said they had committed 
themselves to the restoration of the Kingdom of Kwa- 
Zulu/Natal as a constitutional monarchy in which the 
king reigned but would not govern. 


Calling once more for international mediatior he said it 
should look at fundamental issues of federalism and 
pluralism relying on the objective and !mpartial inputs 
of high ranking world experts. 


IFP To Wage ‘Fierce Campaign’ in Elections

game of brinkmanship, IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] 
leader Mangosuthu Buthelezi appears set to wage a fierce 
campaign to win local government elections in Kwa- 
Zulu/Natal and ring concessions from the African 
National Congress (ANC) in the Constitutional 
Assembly (CA). 
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Buthelezi has clearly kept the initiative over a lame-duck 
ANC in Kwa7ulu/Nata! by announcing plans to hold a 
series of 1zimbiz0 (mass gatherings of the Zulu nation) in 
the province in March. 


Izimbiz0 were prevously called only with the permission 
of Zulu King Goodwill Zwelithini, but these would now 
be organised by chiets, giving them access to provincial 
government funds. 


Zwelithini’s spokesman, Prince Sifiso Zulu, rejected the 
izimbizo as aii attempt by Buthelez: “to usurp the 
powers” of the monarch. 


The izimbizo will be the second phase of Buthelezi’s 
mass mobilisation campaign. he has already travelled the 
length and breadth of KwaZulu/Natal in the past nine 
months, holding rallies in both rural and urban areas 
each weekend to celebrate the IFP’s win in the April poll. 


By contrast, ANC Kwa/ulu/Natal leader Jacob Zuma 
has not held a single rally in the province—and a 
promise to the ANC national conference in December 
that “report backs” and “people's forums” wall start this 
year has still not materialised 


This 1s a clear indication that the ANC has failed to 
capitalise on the Buthelezi-7welithini split—and the 
chances of captur.ng the initiative in the months ahead 
are slim. 


Zwelithini 1s in a similar position: his much-hailed 
10-point peace plan has failed to get off the ground—and 
two rallies called by his supporters flopped as the mon- 
arch did not turn up in the face of low turn-outs. 


Addressing between 150 and 200 traditional leaders in 
Ulundi last Friday {27 January], Buthelezi used his 
traditional war imagery, calling on every household to be 
mobilized for the continuation oi the battle started at the 
Convention for a Democratic South Africa (Codesa) in 
199]. 


The plan to convene a provincial izimbizo on March 11, 
coupled with smaller ones 1n other parts of the province, 
will be the launching-pad for Buthelezi’s “battle” in the 
run-up to the local government poll—and rather than 
allow the loss of Zwelithini to be a disadvantage, the IFP 
leader plans to score maximum points out of it. 


With more boldness than before. Buthelez: projected 
Zwelithini as a traitor in his Friday address—and to 
strengthen his hand for federalism, he launched scathing 
attacks on the ANC and central government, accusing 
them of being bent on destroying the Zulu kingdom. 


Buthelez: went as far as to complain to the chiefs that the 
ANC “dared to boo and howl!" IFP leaders in the CA last 
week although, observers point out, this 1s normal par- 
liamentary practise. 


“We, as representatives of the kingdom of KwaZulu, are 
faced with the dilemma of how we should react to the 
string of injuries and insuits which have been inferred on 
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the kingdom, on our pride, and the pride of the Zulu 
nation,” commented Buthelez1 


He also accused “dark forces” from central government 
of sending Zwelithini into “spiritual exile” and added 
that the past few months the kingdom has exisied as if we 
have no king. 


And in an ominous waining to Zwelithini, Buthelezi 
added: “It is our constitutional responsibility as the 
amakhosi ‘chiets) of the kingdom of KwaZulu/Natal to 
ensure that at any relevant time our kingdom has a 
monarch.” 


In fulfilling this responsibility. our first option ts to 
devise a path which would cnable His Majesty to return 
to his fathe.'s people ... 


Buthelezi did not spell out a second option to ensure 
KwaZulu/Natal always had a king but there were denials 
that it could include the replacement of Zwelithint. 


It is not a possibility. He 1s our king. We have only one 
king, said chief Nyanga Ngubane. the KwaZulu Natal 
MEC [member ef the Executive Council] for traditional 
affairs. 


IFP-Aligned Chiefs Said Resisting Elections

The chief is the supreme ruler over his subjects: thes 
either submit to his will—even on political issues—or 
they are forced out of his fierdom 


He never faces the ballot box, having derived his power 
through inheritance. 


Fearing a loss of this power in local government elections 
due in October, iFP [Inkatha Freedom Party]-aligned 
chiefs in KwaZulu/Natal are fiercely resisting moves to 
hold the elections in their fiefdoms, thus denying an 
estimaied 2.7-million voters—the majority in KwaZulu 
Natal—the right to vote. 


Chief Boy Mzimela, the deputy chairman of the Kwa- 
Zulu/Natal House of Traditional Leade:s who rules over 
about 100,000 people in the Mtunzini district in 
northern Natal, said: “We are born administrators. It 1s 
our responsibility to bring development to our people. 
We do not want to lose our power as amakhosi (chiefs)”. 


But the Zulu Royal House—to which all chiefs oughi to 
pay allegiance—supports local government elections tn 
tribal areas. Said Reyal House spokesman Prince Sifiso 
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Zulu: “Tradition cannot withstand democracy ... A new 
revolution will come about .. We must avoid that. 


But IFP-aligned chief Wellington Hlengwa, who has 
about 20.000 people under his control in Umbumbulu 
on the South Coasi, tears that elected local governmen. 
structures will lead to the ultimate destruction of the 
chieftaincy. 

“T will have no lend: no people and no control. I wall 
become a councillor to the mayor. and then too I wall be 
one of many councillors.” said Hlengwa, adding: “when 
I die, who on the counci! will come along to say my son 
should take over and, if so, to do what? 


Zulu argued that the [FP’s position was “paradoxical” — 
the party wants chiefs to have executive powers at local 
government level but was opposed to King Goodwill 
Zwelithini having such powers at provincial level.

position. 


Instead, Mtetwa was locked in a meeting in Ulundi on 
Thursday with KZP acting commissioner Brigadier 
Patrick Como Mzimela to discuss the issue before taking 
a final decision. 


The dilemma facing Mtetwa on Thursday was: should he 
go ahead with the recruitment—only to find Fivaz 
ordering non-payment of salaries and refusing to incor- 
porate them into the South African Police Services once 
the KZP is disbanded? 


With the support of Ndlovu and Powell, Mtetwa had 
earlier offered a compromise—one that would have seen 
those with criminal records excluded from the gradua- 
tion ceremony—but this was rejected by Mufamadi.

ANC secretary-general and Assembly chairman Cyn 
Ramaphosa said the party would be able to finalise its 
position on important constitutional issues only at an 
ANC policy conference scheduled for mid-March. He 
acknowledged the ANC had suffered “a bit of a crisis” 
because of its “scanty” documentation, while important 
issues had already cropped up for debate in public 
participation theme committees. 


Whereas ANC submissions merely reiterated known party 
positions, some of the other parties had submitted detailed 
documentation, Ramaphosa said. The NP [National Party] 
has also failed to provide detailed submissions. 


One MP suggested the party's negotiators “just brainstorm” 
in Assembly proceedings in the meantime. “We have to say 
something,”” he said. But another MP said the party should 
not be afraid to engage in debate, even if it meant exposing 
so-called “divisions” within the ANC. The MP urged ANC 
negotiators to admit to other parties that the ANC had not 
finalised its stance on certain issues. The ANC could not 
expect the country to wait until after the policy conference 
to debate ANC positions. 


An MP warned that negotiators would soon have to start 
making decisions on specific issues.

Ramaphosa said the ANC had instructed its legal team 
to “stop everything” and attend to the problem.

New Labor Relations Bill Detailed

The release of Labour Minister Tito Mboweni's task 
team’s draft Labour Relations Bill yesterday is therefore 
both an attempt to bring legislation in line with new 
government policy and to bring stability to the already 
volatile front. 
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The need for change 1s urgent, as problems with existing 
legislation are legion. The task team, headed by Pro- 
fessor Halton Cheadle, identified the following prob- 
lems: 


—The multiplicity of laws regulating different sectors of 
the labour market. For example, the Public Service 
Labour Relations Act governs part of the public ser- 
vice while other sectors, such as educators, have their 
own separate Education Labour Relations Act. 


—The statutory dispute resolution procedures are inef- 
fective due to their lengthiness and complexity. 


»sttutions are haphazard and 
unintegrated. Wh. be omg at industry level is 
regulated by sta’ ‘<. bary aining at the workplace has 
been left to the ¢ -- aod the courts. 


—Collective bargain’: 


—There is no statutory support for worker participation 
in the workplace. 


—There are an unacceptably high number of unneces- 
sary and strikes unprocedural strikes due to the 
absence of guidelines fer the correct and effective 
mediation of disputes in the LRA [Labor Relations 
Act}. 


—The system of adjudication of unfair dismissals is 
probably one of the world’s most expensive. 


—-Existing statutes do not comply with the provisions of 
the Interim Constitution, do not give effect to the 
Reconstruction and Development Programme and do 
not accommodate the needs of small business. 


The first chapter of the draft Bill, which deals with the 
scope and application of the Act, proposes a total shift 
from previous legislation. Unlike in the past when sev- 
eral labour relations Acts were in place for various 
sectors, the Bill proposes that the new Act apply to all 
sectors with the exception to the defence force, the police 
and agencies established in terms of the Intelligence 
Services Act. 


“The exclusion of members from the draft Bill and the 
consequent restriction of their rights flows from the 
unique functions they perform,” says the drafting ‘cam. 


Chapter two deals with employees’ right to freedom of 
association. It guarantees the workers’ right to form and 
join a trade union as well as the employers’ right to join 
and take part in employers’ organisations, and prohibits 
all forms of victimisation. 


Chapter three, which dwells on collective bargaining, ts 
notable by the absence of a statutory duty to bargain. 
The task team says it unanimously ‘2voured a model 
which allows the parties to determine their own arrange- 
ments and adds that persuasion to bargain is given 
impetus by the draft Bill’s provision for organisational 
rights and a protected right to strike.

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“While giving legislative expression to a system in which 
bargaining is not compelled by law, the draft Bill does 
not adopt a neutral stance. It unashamedly promotes 
collective bargaining,” say the drafters. 


It also provides for registered trade unions and 
employers and employees’ unions to conclude legally 
binding agreements enforceable by arbitration rather 
than through the criminal or civil courts. 


Present legislation does not give effect to the right to 
strike and to lock out as guaranteed in section 27 of the 
Interim Constitution. This is entrenched in chapter four 
of the draft Bill. 


The Bill provides for an essential services committee to 
be appointed by the labour minister which will deter- 
mine whether a service is essential. If interruption of the 
service endangers the life, personai safety or health of the 
whole or part of the population, it shall be deemed 
essential and no strikes will be allowed. Disputes in 
essential services shall be referred to compulsory and 
binding arbitration for resolution. 


Unions’ longstanding battle for greater involvement in 
management decisions is finally entrenched in chapter 
five of the draft Bill, which stipulates that at any work- 
place with more than 100 employees the union can apply 
for the establishment of workplace forums. 


A major change introduced by the draft Bill concerns 
adjudicative structures. In the absence of private agree- 
ments, a system of compulsory arbitration is introduced 
for the determination of disputes concerning dismissal 
for misconduct and incapacity. 


Registration of a union is no longer compulsory, but the 
constitution of every union and employers’ organisation 
must state that no member shall be disciplined or 
expelled for failing to take part in a strike or lockout 
unless a ballot was held. 


The most important innovation of the Bill is the estab- 
lishment of an independent Commission for Concilia- 
tion, Mediation and Arbitration, which will be State 
funded. 


“The commission performs the role of midwife to the 
workplace forum. It is the centrepiece of the system 
proposed by the draft Bill.” say the authors. 


MK Maps Guide SANDF to Weapons

The SANDF earlier this week announced that 70 AK-47 
rifles, 935 hand grenades, 53 pistols and 316 limpet 
mines had been recovered since November last year. 


Gen Nyanda, MK’s former chief-of-staff, said the search 
for illegal weapons and arms caches still in the posses- 
sion on individuals was continuing. “We issued a direc- 
tive in December to all MK members to hand over their 
weapons or smaller arms caches and the response has 
been very positive. Most of them had just been waiting 
for this directive. 


“We have received inquiries from many MK people, 
even at Wallmanstall military base and at Shell House 
(headquarters of the ANC), wishing to know what to do 
with their weapons.”’ Wallmannstal is an assembly area 
for the integration of former MK troops into the 
SANDF. Gen Nyanda said MK commanders in the 
different regions were also being used to round up 
weapons still in circulation. He could not say when this 
process would be completed but he gave the assurance 
that “things are going very well”. 


In the past months, more than 250 AK-47 rifles, 2.800 
grenades and 8,000 rounds of ammunition had been 
recovered. These figures included the arms caches found 
in the special operation of the past three months. “The 
indications are that only a minority of MK members will 
keep their weapons. It is not inconceivable that some 
members not joining the SANDF might decide they need 
their firearms for self-protection or criminality. The 
police would, of course, have to deal with that.” Gen 
Nyanda added that the SANDF still had to decide what 
to do with recovered firearms and ammunition.

Of the 14 foreign naval vessels to have visited South 
Africa in the past nine months, four had been French. 


The joint naval manoeuvres planned for later this year 
resulted from a discussion he had with the commander 
of the French indian Ocean Fleet, Rear-Admiral Jean- 
Pierre Delaunay, on the bridge of the French naval 
supply ship Var. 


“From a regional point of view, our navy has an impor- 
tant role in the Atlantic and Indian Oceans south of the 
Sahara. In view of the French Navy’s role, this is a key 
area of co-operation. For us, regional stability means 
creating conditions in which the Reconstruction and 
Development Programme can take place.” 


Military commanders had already pointed out that 
South African stability largely hinged on reconstruction 
and development taking place in the country’s war- 
ravaged and destabilised neighbouring states. 


The budget remained a key factor in determining if the 
SA National Defence Force met its constitutional obli- 
gations as a modern and technically-advanced military 
organisation. 


The defence budget promised to be one of the hottest 
debates in the South African Parliament, given defence 
needs and the demands for social upliftment.

Nevertheless, BUSINESS DAY believes 
the provision that the “obligation on unions to conduct 
strike ballots before a procedural strike may be called” 
needs attention. So too does the provision that ‘‘sets 
down a compulsory severance payment in the event of 
retrenchment of one week’s pay for each year of service.” 
That should be left to collective bargaining. Finally, it 
would be “foolish” to impose the ‘workplace forum 
concept” on unwilling employers. “Rather introduce 
incentives, allow more adventurous firms to try it out, 
and their success would serve as an example to others.” 
Ultimately, the Bill “‘subject to some surgery, takes us as 
close as circumstances realistically permit.”

According 
to the editorial, Mbeki ‘said he will be watching the 
writing of the new constitution closely” and added that 
the country “will have to learn from the mistakes of 
Africa.””
